A Barry resident 
said he was 
shocked to see a 
sign in a local 
supermarket ban¬ 
ning schoolchildren 
- unless they were 
accompanied by an 
adult. 

The A4 sheet of 
paper on the window at 
Tesco Express at 
Holton Road read: 
‘Schoolchildren are 
not allowed in the store 
unless they are with an 
adult. ’ 

Mr Jeffrey 
Heathfield told The 
GEM that he was dis¬ 
mayed when he saw it. 

He explained: “1 
remember this happen¬ 
ing when I was a child, 
and it prompted me to 
think where else such a 
situation could occur 
and be considered legit¬ 
imate. 

“I asked myself: 
would the supermarket, 
if it wished, be in a 
position to put a sign in 
the window restricting 
any other group in soci¬ 
ety from shopping at its 
stores? 

“Imagine the uproar 
if, for example, that 
sign had attempted to 
restrict older people or 
any ethnic or religious 
group from entering the 
shop! Yet it appears to 
be perfectly acceptable 
to impose restrictions 
on probably the most 
vulnerable group in our 
society.” 

Mr Heathfield said 
he has no axe to grind 
against Tesco for any 
other reason, emphasis¬ 
ing that he regular uses 
their branches along the 
Port Road and at 
Culverhouse Cross. 

He continued: “I find 
it shocking that almost 
21 years after the UK 
agreed to be legally 
bound by the United 
Nations Convention on 
the Rights of the Child, 
that such blatant dis-

plays of ageism and 
inequality are still 
allowed. 

“This international 
agreement recognised 
that children are one of 
the most vulnerable 
groups in society and 
requires additional pro¬ 
tection. 

“Is it right then that 
all this time later, we 
can continue to treat 
them like second class 
citizens, because they 
are not of an age where 
they have a legally- 
recognised voice and 
vote?” 

Mr Heathfield said 
he was not naive 
enough to believe that 
the store did not have a 
problem that had led to 
the sign being put in 
the window, but said he 
was anxious that there 
should not be a blanket 
ban on the young. 


“I understand that 
the manager may have 
had trouble with some 
children in the shop, 
but that does not auto¬ 
matically mean every¬ 
one under the age of 18 
should be tarred with 
the same brush and 
have restrictions 
imposed on them. 

“I cannot imagine 
that everyone between 
the ages of 20 and 30 
would be prohibited 
entry to the shop, as a 
result of a few 
shoplifters in that age 
group being caught!” 

Mr Heathfield added 
that he was concerned 
that the notice con¬ 
tributed to the climate 
of intolerance and neg¬ 
ative public attitudes 
towards children. 

“Is it right that in 
today’s society chil¬ 
dren’s rights, human 
rights and the principles 
of equality can be so 
blatantly ignored?”

‘Our lives will 
never be the 
same again’ 

THE anguish of a mother, who lost her 
son because of the “near lunatic” driving 
of another man, was laid hare at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

James Peacock (25) was driving a BMW along 
Barry Dock Link Road on September 28 last year at 
a speed estimated to be between 75.6mph and 
92.4mph. 

Twenty-year-old Ceri Godwin was thrown from 
the BMW when it left the road, and died from his 
injuries. 

In an impact statement, Mr Godwin’s mother said 
she had lost a son and a best friend, and could not put 
into words how hurt she and her family were. 

She said: “Why should this happen to my son?” 
She also added: “Our lives will never be the same 
again”. 

Judge Stephen Hopkins said the driving had been 
“near lunatic”. 

Peacock admitted the charge of causing death by 
careless driving and was jailed for 16 months.

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‘A dangerous stretch of road’ 

Mobile camera 
may be used at 
the ‘Swan Bend’ 


POLICE are considering 
locating a speed camera on a 
dangerous stretch of road in 
the Dinas Powys following 
campaigning by Plaid regional 
AM Chris Franks and local 
residents. 

In a traffic management memo¬ 
randum to the Plaid AM recently, 
the police database reported two 
incidents during the period from 
June 1 to October 1, 2010 on the 
Cardiff Road, Swan Bend. 

The problem is that cars leaving 
Dinas Powys, or arriving in the vil¬ 
lage, can drive at high speed round 
the bend, making it dangerous for 
people pulling out onto the main 
road. 

Mr Franks said: “Plaid has been 
putting pressure on the Vale Council 
to ensure that safety measures are 
put in place at the Swan Bend. Local 


councillor Val Hartrey has collected 
signatures from residents who are 
concerned about how fast motorists 
are going round the bend. 

“I hope that the Vale Council and 
the police will work together to find 
a successful outcome.” 

Paul Daniells, traffic manage¬ 
ment and casualty reduction officer 
pointed out: “The Vale Council, 
together with the casualty reduction 
partnership, are looking at Cardiff 
Road, Dinas Powys as a potential 
location for a mobile speed camera 
site, and are currently conducting a 
survey and gathering data to deter¬ 
mine whether this will meet the cri¬ 
terion for a mobile speed camera 
site. 

“The potential site would be 
located to the southern end of 
Cardiff Road, Dinas Powys.” 

Mr Franks added: “Cardiff Road 
is one of the busiest in the Vale.”

£250M WATERFRONT 
DEVELOPMENT WILL BE 
CALLED ‘THE QUAYS’ 


THE consortium 
spearheading the 
£250m regenera¬ 
tion proposals for 
Barry Waterfront 
has now completed 
the land purchase 
and, with it, has 
unveiled the devel¬ 
opment’s name as 
‘The Quays’, in 
recognition of the 
maritime history of 
the area. 

Signs have been 
erected on the land 
acquired for develop¬ 
ment to mark the trans¬ 
fer of ownership of the 
100-acre site from for¬ 
mer owners Associated 
British Ports to the 
Barry Waterfront 
Consortium. 

To adhere to health 
and safety guidelines, 
the new owners have 
also taken steps to 
secure certain areas of 


the site by erecting 
perimeter fencing - 
most notably around the 
‘West Pond’ area. 

A date for the Vale 
Council’s planning 
committee to consider 
the proposals has still to 
be set, putting the con¬ 
sortium’s plans to cre¬ 
ate the first wave of an 
estimated 1,990 tempo¬ 
rary jobs on hold. 

The news comes fol¬ 
lowing the recent deci¬ 
sion to scrap a £14bn 
Defence Training 
College in St Athan, 
and the consortium 
believes it only 
strengthens the need for 
planning consent for 
The Quays to be grant¬ 
ed. 

Consortium 
spokesman, Richard 
Keogh said: “The land 
acquisition is clearly a 
major statement of 
intent by the Barry 
Waterfront Consortium 


to make these regenera¬ 
tion proposals a reality. 

“It is clear from the 
reaction we have had to 
our proposals that the 
local community is very 
much behind us and we 
now have everything in 
place to get the project 
under way bar the plan¬ 
ning permission. 

“This is a major 
investment in the area, 
particularly during this 
difficult economic peri¬ 
od, and the develop¬ 
ment will have a real 
positive impact in creat¬ 
ing jobs and helping 
regenerate Barry.”

A glazier who 
caused the death of 
a friend after driv¬ 
ing along the Barry 
Dock Link Road at

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Barry man praises 
new ‘stroke’ service 


A BARRY man 
robbed of his speech 
while suffering a 
stroke, has made a 
remarkable recovery 
- thanks to a new 
service at Wales’ 
biggest hospital. 

Five weeks ago, 
Ronald Williams was 
able to say only ‘yes’ as 
the debilitating effects of 
his stroke took hold. 

Today he is back liv¬ 
ing a normal life and 
singing the praises of 
staff running new stroke 
services at the University 
Hospital of Wales. 

The 74-year-old said: 
“I am feeling absolutely 
fine, I’m really surprised 
by my recovery. The 
response has been very 
good. 

“I thought that the 
care for the people was 
fantastic. Not just me, 
the care that the girls 
were giving to the 
patients was absolutely 
amazing. 

“There is so much 
criticism of the NHS, but 
the staff were incredi¬ 
ble.” 

Mr Williams told his 
story as part of World 
Stroke Awareness Day 
(October 29) and has 
spoken about a new 24/7 
service which has helped 
him, and others avoid the 
potentially debilitating 
effects of a stroke. 

Since October 2007, 


the service has been 
available during working 
hours only, but since 
September 6, it has been 
around the clock. 

The service provides 
continuous fast access 
for potential stroke vic¬ 
tims and gives vital early 
assessment and treat¬ 
ment to those confirmed 
as having had a stroke. 

The pensioner 

recalled that he had 
taken his car to the 
garage for some work 
and caught a train home. 

He said: “I walked up 
to the house and by the 
time I put the key in the 
door, my wife said: 
‘What’s wrong with 
you?’. 

“All I could say was 
‘yes’; no matter what she 
asked me.” 

Mr Williams was 
taken to his doctor, who 
referred him straight 
away to UHW. On 
arrival he was reviewed 
by the medical and nurs¬ 
ing teams and had a CT 
scan of the brain to rule 
out disease that can 
mimic stroke. 

It also ensured that 
there had not been a 
bleed in to his brain; the 
clot-busters are suitable 
only for those who have 
a stroke due to a blocked 
rather than a burst artery. 

Once these tests con¬ 
firmed he was suitable 
for clot-busting drugs 
they were administered 


by Dr Shakeel Ahmad, 
consultant stroke physi¬ 
cian - first an injection 
over one minute and then 
an infusion over an hour. 

Mr Williams said: 
“By the evening, I was 
recovering more, too. By 
the morning, the doctor 
said my speech was pret¬ 
ty good.” 

He said he had noth¬ 
ing but praise for the 
service and its effects. 

Dr Ahmad said Mr 
Williams was a good 
example of the benefits 
of spotting and treating 
strokes early. 

He said: “We say that 
‘Time is Brain’. Every 
minute a stroke patient is 
losing two million brain 
cells because a stroke 
cuts blood to the brain 


and parts of it begin to 
die. Clot-busting drugs 
can help to restore the 
flow.” 

Fiona Jenkins, direc¬ 
tor of therapies for 
Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board, 
said: “The health board 
is proud to be leading the 
way with the stroke serv¬ 
ices we provide for 
Cardiff and the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

“This is only possible 
due to the hard work and 
commitment of our staff 
and I am sure that the 
lessons and benefits we 
discover here at the UHB 
will be shared and help 
patients across Wales in 
the coming months.”

I CROWN COURT REPORT by AJ SICLUNA | 

A jury at Cardiff Crown Court 
took less than an hour to clear 
a former boxing coach of alle¬ 
gations that he had sexually 
abused a youngster he had 
been training. 

Mr Peter Smith (44) of Pyle, was 
unanimously found not guilty of two 
charges of sexual assault, not guilty 
on three charges of indecent assault, 
and not guilty of indecency with a 
child. 

Mr Smith denied all the allega¬ 
tions, told the jury that they were 
untrue, and that he could not find 
any reason for the alleged victim to 
have told lies about him. 


The court heard that the alleged 
victim, now an adult, had had 
behavioural problems and had been 
referred to anger management 
counselling. 

Prosecutor Timothy Evans said 
that Mr Smith, who was known as 
Mick, had some years ago been a 
boxing coach at Porthcawl Amateur 
Boxing Club.

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Residents jailed 
for not paying 
their council tax 


MAGISTRATES at Barry 
recently imposed prison 
sentences on seven Vale res¬ 
idents found guilty of fail¬ 
ing to pay their council tax. 

Ms Sheryl Gamble of Rhodfa 
Sweldon, Barry; Mr Edward 
Deacon of Kingsland Crescent, 
Barry; Mr Joseph J Neilson of 
Aneurin Road, Barry; Mr Vincent 
James Richards of Ty Newydd, 
Leckwith Road, Llandough; Miss 
Jacqueline Cooksey of Plymouth 
Road, Penarth; and Mr John 
Staples of Barnstable House, 
Boverton Park Drive, Boverton, 
had previously appeared before 
magistrates where prison sen¬ 
tences were imposed but suspend¬ 
ed on repayment terms. 

The defendants had failed to 
honour the terms of their suspend¬ 
ed sentences and were sum¬ 
monsed to appear before the mag¬ 
istrates during October and 
November to answer why they had 


failed to comply with their orders, 
a council spokeswoman 
explained. 

Every opportunity had been 
given to the defendants to appear 
before the magistrates to state 
their reasons for non-payment, but 
as they failed to attend the court 
hearings, the decision was made to 
activate their warrants and impose 
their sentences with immediate 
effect, giving custodial terms of 
25, 27, 42, 35, 26 and 24 days 
respectively. 

Mr Gareth Eoxall of Lewis 
Street, Barry, had also previously 
appeared before magistrates, 
where a prison sentence was 
imposed, but suspended on repay¬ 
ment terms. The defendant had 
failed to honour the terms of his 
suspended sentence and was sum¬ 
monsed to appear before the mag¬ 
istrates on October 18 to give a 
reason why he had failed to com¬ 
ply with the order. 

Mr Eoxall appeared before the 


magistrates, but could give no 
good reason why he had not hon¬ 
oured the terms of the previous 
order made. As a result, the magis¬ 
trates activated the prison sen¬ 
tence of 32 days and Mr Eoxall 
was taken straight into custody. 

The council spokesperson said: 
“The council will continue to 
bring persistent council tax 
defaulters to court and seek custo¬ 
dial sentences, in order to ensure 
payment for essential local servic¬ 
es. If a person is in genuine diffi¬ 
culty with the payment of their 
council tax, they should contact 
the council tax collection office on 
01446 709564 to discuss pay¬ 
ment.”

Vale included in illegal animal search 


POLICE in the 
Vale and Cardiff 
have taken part in 
a global Interpol 
operation targeting 
the illegal trade of 
reptiles and 
amphibians. 

Operation RAMP 
saw police, customs 


officials and wildlife 
enforcement authorities 
in 51 countries carrying 
out thousands of checks 
at ports, pet shops and 
animal suppliers. 

It focused on the ille¬ 
gal trade and possession 
of reptiles and amphib¬ 
ians - including turtles, 
crocodiles, lizards, frogs 


and snakes. Worldwide, 
it resulted in a number 
of arrests and the 
seizure of thousands of 
animals and illicit prod¬ 
ucts worth more than 25 
million Euros. 

A spokesman said 
that South Wales Police 
officers took part in this 
operation, visiting 32 


shops in the force area, 
including Cardiff and 
the Vale of Glamorgan, 
examining 80 animals. 

They identified five 
offences that are cur¬ 
rently under investiga¬ 
tion, relating to the ille¬ 
gal sale of tortoises 
without the correct 
licences.

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Man’s pornographic 
images on computer 


WHEN police examined 
the computer belonging to 
a 51-year-old Barry man, 
they found pornography 
in which he had cate¬ 
gorised the ages of the 
children involved. 

Cardiff Crown Court heard that 
James Moore had labelled them 
from six to 12 years old, and 13 to 
15 years old. 

Moore had been convicted by 
Vale magistrates of 19 offences of 
making indecent images, two of 
possessing extreme pornographic 
images and five of possessing 
indecent photographs of children. 

He was sentenced to a commu¬ 
nity order of three years with a

requirement to complete a com¬ 
munity sex offender treatment 
programme, and he was also 
ordered to register as a sex offend¬ 
er and to be subject to a sex 
offender protection order. 

Judge David Wynn Morgan told 
him: “People know who you are, 
and people will know where you 
are. It is incumbent upon you to 
behave yourself.” 

Prosecutor David Webster said 
that as a result of information, the 
police searched his home on June 
16 and seized a number of com¬ 
puters. 

On one, they found 1,702 delet¬ 


ed indecent photographs, some 
involving acts between childen 
and adults and some involving 
sadism and bestiality. 

On another computer, Moore 
had catalogued and labelled the 
material by age. 

When arrested, Moore admitted 
downloading the images and 
explained that he deliberately 
sought them out. 

He acknowledged there was no 
excuse. 

His counsel Heath Edwards 
said he accepts the images are dis¬ 
gusting and he is prepared to take 
treatment to tackle his behaviour. 

He said that Moore, who suf¬ 
fered from a serious back condi¬ 
tion, had not made the images 
available for distribution.

VALE MP’s VIEWPOINT 


‘The new Government’s 
plans will secure future 
of the local Post Offices’ 


H OW often do you 
visit your local 
Post Office? With 
Christmas approaching, 
many of us will be pop¬ 
ping in to post those gifts, 
cards and festive mes¬ 
sages to family and 
friends. 

Over recent years, more 
than 6,000 post offices have 
closed, taking with them 
many local village shops, too. 

Those who suffered most 
as a result were the most vul¬ 
nerable in society. 

Many residents have con¬ 
tacted me about the future of 
Post Office Ltd (POL) with 
concerns regarding the clo¬ 
sure of yet more local post 
offices. 

I am pleased that this 
administration is absolutely 
committed to the Post Office 
Network. 

There will be no repeat of 
the last damaging closure 
programme and while 
Ministers are taking forward 
plans to inject private capital 
into Royal Mail Group and 
guarantee the universal serv¬ 
ice, they have made clear that 
Post Office Ltd (the counter 
service) is not for sale. 

The Postal Services Bill 



also contains protections to 
ensure that the Post Office 
will always be run for the 
public benefit. 

However, there are genuine 
concerns that the current 
structure is holding the net¬ 
work back. 

In particular, the interests 
of the central holding compa¬ 
ny - Post Office Ltd, which 
manages the 373 Crown 
Offices - are not always 
aligned with locally-owned 
branches operated by sub¬ 
postmasters and mistresses. 

Sub-postmasters are, for 
example, pitted against POL 
when they negotiate annual 
pay rates and they fear 


expansion online, because 
they worry it will drive cus¬ 
tomers away from their 
stores. 

That is why the 
Government has suggested 
that the Post Office could be 
ideally suited to become a 
John Lewis style co-operative 
structure, where employees, 
sub-postmasters and commu¬ 
nities get a greater say in how 
the company is run - the Big 
Society in action. 

Co-operatives UK has been 
asked to explore options for 
creating a mutualised Post 
Office, reporting back next 
spring. 

Before any move to a 
mutual structure, there 
would be a full public consul¬ 
tation. 

I can also confirm that the 
Government has already 
committed to increase its 
Post Office subsidy to £180 
million for 2011/12. 

Post Offices continue to 
play a vital social role in the 
heart of our local communi¬ 
ties across the Vale and 
remain an incredibly impor¬ 
tant resource. 

I feel that the Government’s 
plans will secure the future of 
the Post Office Network for 
employees and local commu¬ 
nities.

Moving to the col¬ 
lege has also meant less 
work for volunteers, as 
the horses are all 
looked after by staff 
and students at the col¬

The charity is also 
going to get a financial 
boost from the 
Bridgend branch of 
Sainsbury’s, which has 
adopted them as their 
charity of the year. 

Staff have already 
organised fundraising 
events and the organi¬ 
sation will be staging 
its Christmas raffle 
there, selling tickets to 
shoppers.

Forest areas ‘restricted’ as tree cull begins 


PUBLIC access to Hensol 
Forest has been restricted, as 
trees are felled in a fight 
against a fatal disease. 

Hensol Forest is one of several sites 
in south Wales where Phythophora 
ramorum (P. ramorum) was found in 
Japanese larch trees earlier this year. 

Work is now under way to fell 
infected trees and sections of the forest 
will be closed to the public from 
November 2010 to March 2011, while 


this work is carried out. P ramorum is 
a fungus-like pathogen that kills many 
of the trees that it infects. When 
Japanese larch trees become infected, 
they produce high numbers of the 
spores that spread the disease with the 
result that a lot of these trees can 
become infected very quickly. 

It is not harmful to humans or ani¬ 
mals and, to avoid inadvertently 
spreading the pathogen, visitors to 
Hensol Forest and other infected 
woodlands are asked to observe some 


simple biosecurity precautions which 
are explained on signs onsite. These 
include keeping to paths, keeping dogs 
on leads, cleaning footwear and not 
taking any plant material away. 

Karl Charlton of Forestry 
Commission Wales, which manages 
Hensol Forest on behalf of the Welsh 
Assembly Government, said: 
“Phytophthora ramorum is a serious 
tree disease and, by felling infected 
trees at Hensol Forest, we hope to limit 
the production of the spores that spread 


the infection and therefore minimise 
the impact of the outbreak.” 

Forestry Commission Wales staff 
will continue to monitor trees at 
Hensol Forest for signs of infection but 
symptoms may not become evident 
until next spring when larch trees - 
which are deciduous conifers - renew 
their needles.

‘Phillips’ most mature work yet’ 


ROAD TRIP COMEDY 
IS A LAUGH-A- 
MINUTE JOURNEY! 


A lthough 

Will Ferrell, 
Vince 
Vaughn et al were 
being lauded as the 
latest gaggle of 
comedians to break 
through to the 
mainstream several 
years ago, their 
group hasn't fared 
overly well in the 
ensuing period, 
with poor box office 
and critical reaction 
to the majority of 
their recent output. 

Ironically, it is the 
man who oversaw one of 
the group's early films. 
Old School, that has 
been the biggest success 
in recent times, as 2009 
saw Todd Phillips claim 
the crown of highest- 
grossing ‘R’ rated come¬ 
dy ever with the sublime 
The Hangover. 

With part two of that 
film in the works, 
Phillips’ latest hits cine¬ 
ma screens with the 
writer/director’s reputa¬ 
tion never bigger. 

In Due Date, Robert 
Downey Jr plays Peter, 
an architect whose 
dreams of flying out of 
Atlanta to LA, to wit¬ 
ness the birth of his first¬ 
born, are shot when he’s 
placed on the ‘no-fly’ 
list after an altercation 
with wannabe-actor 
Ethan (Zach 

Galifianakis). 

With Ethan also head¬ 
ing to LA, the pair team 
up to make their way 
across the country - but, 
as expected, things don’t 
run smoothly... 

Given the success of 
The Hangover, it is fair 
to say that eyes were 
very much focused on 
where Todd Phillips 
went from here. 

The last time he 
gained acclaim, for 
Road Trip and Old 
School, he found himself 
churning out pleasing 
but slight fare such as 
Starsky and Hutch and 
School For Scoundrels. 

This time around, he 
seems to have gone the 
other way. Eor while 
Due Date just lacks the 
laughs that The 
Hangover earned, it is 
the dramatic element 
that makes this probably 
Phillips’ most rounded 
work yet, and a sure sign 
the director isn’t about 
to let his second wind of 
success disappear easily. 

Phillips’ hallmark has 
been broad humour that 
really pushes the enve¬ 
lope (the baby scene in 
The Hangover attests to 
that), and while that 
brand of humour is on 
show here, and served in 
hefty doses, there is a 
level of heart and tender¬ 
ness that is comes as a 
welcome surprise. 

Those who have been 
drawn to Phillips’ style 
for the humour alone 


won’t feel shortchanged 
- it is still as lewd and 
capable of shocking as 
ever, and while peculiar, 
is never less than hilari¬ 
ous. 

Taking a number of 
comic scenarios and 
flipping them, the come¬ 
dy comes ever so slight¬ 
ly from leftfield, but 
never feels over the top 
for the sake of it; height¬ 
ened, certainly, but com¬ 
ing from realistic situa¬ 
tions. 

Despite being written 
by committee (Phillips is 
one of four writers cred¬ 
ited with the screenplay) 
there is little evidence 
either of too many cooks 
spoiling the broth, or of 
a distilling of Phillips’ 
tastes. 

Whether it is the 
influence of the other 
writers or a conscious 
effort by Phillips’, there 
is far more of an emo¬ 
tional heave to the 
screenplay, the notion of 
father-son relationships 
and family at the fore¬ 
front of the more heart¬ 
felt moments of the film 
(a scene in a truck stop 
toilet perfectly embodies 
the notion of comedy 
turning to tragedy). 

Such depth gives the 
film more a foundation 
on which to build and 
results in a far more 
rounded, and mature, 
approach. 

Certainly, those 
versed in the works of 
the late, great John 
Hughes may well note 
the film’s set-up bearing 
more than just a passing 
resemblance to Planes, 
Trains and 

Automobiles,. 

With Downey Jr tak¬ 
ing the Steve Martin role 
and Galifianakis in the 
role of John Candy, to 
be honest, there is little 
variance between the 
two films, but it is a tem¬ 
plate that is hardly the 
worst to work off; and 
the writers do at least 
give it their own spin. 

Similarly, Phillips’ 
approach in the director 
has all the vim and 
vigour of his previous 
works, yet is shot 
through with a more 
sophisticated visual 
sense, the rolling, 
sprawling roads of 
America Unding a won¬ 
derful ambience to the 
film, while the comedy 
portion is served well by 
Phillips’ eye for a

comedic set piece. 

In his second team-up 
with the director, Zach 
Galifianakis treads a 
well-worn character path 
as Ethan, yet makes for 
such a hilarious and 
entertaining watch that 
you don’t begrudge the 
fact he’s playing a 
camper, less obtuse 
character than the one he 
essayed in The 
Hangover. 

Dominating the film 
from start to finish, 
Galifianakis is absolute¬ 
ly superb here, his free¬ 
wheeling comedy sitting 
well in the film and get¬ 
ting the biggest laughs. 
But as well as being 
hugely funny, the actor 
shows a glimpse that 
he’s more than just 
comedic talent, giving 
the character a more 
solemn side when 
required. 

Opposite him, Robert 
Downey Jr is as ever 
enjoyable to watch, just 
about managing to turn a 
character that is more 
unlikeable than he 
should be, and with a 
flash of wit and charis¬ 
ma, making him a more 


appealing protagonist. 

His chemistry with 
Galifianakis is particu¬ 
larly strong, important 
given that they are the 
crux on which the film 
hangs - and Downey Jr, 
never the most heavy- 
handed of actors, deliv¬ 
ers a superb turn that 
works wonderfully well. 

With a raft of pleasing 
cameos from the likes of 
Jamie Eoxx, Danny 
McBride, Juliette Lewis 
and Michelle 

Monaghan, the film 
doesn’t lack for talent. 

However, it’s the 
efforts of Downey Jr and 
Galifianakis that really 
hit home, the pair carry¬ 
ing what is a really won¬ 
derful piece of work. 

Showing off a (slight¬ 
ly) more mature outlook. 
Due Date is Todd 
Phillips’ most rounded 
and complete work to 
date - and, as a bonus, it 
is easily one of the 
comedies of the year! 

VERDICT A top 
drawer comedy, Due 
Date is a laugh-a-minute 
riot that makes for won¬ 
derful viewing. 

Balancing bawdy 
humour with a tender¬ 
ness hitherto unseen in 
his work, Todd Phillips 
just about manages to 
live up to the hype of The 
Hangover. 

With winning turns 
from Zach Galifianakis 
and Robertt Downey Jr, 
you ’ll be hard pressed to 
find a funnier, and 
touching, comedy this 
year. 

Highly recommend¬ 
ed.

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Councillor pledges to 
fight cut in respite care 


A councillor who 
represents the area 
in which the Ty 
Robin Goch respite 
care centre in Barry 
is situated has 
joined a campaign 
to prevent cuts to its 
funding. 

Last week, The GEM 
told the story of a young 
mother, whose autistic 
daughter attends the 
respite centre, who said 
she was “angry, and fear¬ 
ful of the future” after it 
was forced to cut the 
number of nights it can 
care for people. 

Angela Thomas (35) 
from Dinas Powys looks 


after Romana, aged 12, 
on her own, and the 
nights that the Ty Robin 
Goch centre steps in to 
give her a break make 
life that bit less stressful. 

Angela, whose respite 
was being cut from three 
times a month to two, 
said: 

“I have had respite 
care for Romana at Ty 
Robin Goch three nights 
a month. It is like the 
light at the end of the 
tunnel. It gives me a 
breathing space and the 
opportunity to be 
myself.” 

Angela and other par¬ 
ents plan a protest at the 
Civic Offices on Holton 
Road against the cuts on 


November 25. They also 
plan to hand in a petition. 

Now independent 
councillor Richard 
Bertin, who represents 
the Court Ward, has 
joined the fight to get the 
Vale Council to think 
again about the cuts. 

He has confirmed that 
he will be signing the 
petition and will be writ¬ 
ing to the Leader of the 
Council requesting the 
matter is urgently 
brought before the social 
care committee. 

Coun Bertin said: 
“This home provides a 
valuable service to its 
clients and it is extremely 
sad and disappointing 
that the council has 


picked on this home 
which is the only type of 
this facility in the coun¬ 
ty.” 

He added: “I can 
understand that it is an 
extremely difficult time 
for our officers but to hit 
Ty Robin Goch is iust not 
right.” 

Action for Children 
operates the home, but it 
is financed by the coun¬ 
cil. 

Gareth Jenkins, the 
head of children and 
young people services at 
the Vale Council, 
stressed that there has 
been increased demand 
for the service in recent 
years, but that social 
services has been 


required to make savings 
in the current financial 
year. 

He explained: “The 
actual reduction at Ty 
Robin Goch is closure of 
the service on three 
weekday evenings/nights 
during school term time 
only, for the remainder of 
this financial year. 

“This ensures that the 
service is fully opera¬ 
tional over weekends and 
throughout school holi¬ 
day periods. 

“Existing service users 
have all had a reduction 
in the level of support 
offered by an average of 
one night per month.”

It is unlikely that

IXTERNAL 
activity of 
/bees is less 
noticeable now 
the variable 
weather condi¬ 
tions and the 
shorter days are 
curtailing any 
foraging flights. 

At present, I have 
nine hives on site and 
should they get 
through the winter I 
hope to be prepared 
to take advantage of 
the inevitable oil seed 
rape crop come next 
year. 

Some 10 hives 
could have been on 
site as Barbara and I 


were called out to a 
garden in Penarth on 
October 29 by a lady 
who had things going 
in and out of a drain 
in her garden. These 
things were honey¬ 
bees and they were 
well established in 
the drain; in fact, we 
were informed that 
they had been there 
for some months. The 
drain was not in use, 
hence the acceptance 
of it as a home by the 
bees. 

A faulty lid had 
provided an entrance 
for the bees and gen¬ 
tly lifting the lid did 
indeed confirm that 
they had been there 
for some time. 
Honeycomb had been

built from top to bot¬ 
tom and was 
attached to the side 
walls in places. What 
to do? 

Our approach was 
to get a brood box 
into which we could 
and did place the 
honeycomb. This 
activity did disturb 
the bees, but we were 
able to transfer the 
honeycomb and most 
of the bees into the 
box without too 
much fuss. 

The lid was 
propped up with a 
piece of timber to 
enable us to cut the 
attached comb free 
and remove the lid 
completely. 

The honeycomb 
was kept vertical 
using wooden strips 
and wooden frames 
so as not to end up 
with bees and comb 
in a heap within the 
brood box. 

Many bees were 
still coming and 
going while we were 
moving the comb, but 


within a short time 
we had completed the 
job. Some remnants 
of honeycomb 
remained in the 
drain and, of course, 
bees still were going 
into what had been 
their home. 

Nonetheless, the lid 
of the drain was 
replaced and our 
brood box put on top 
of it where it was to 
remain over night. 

Given that the 
Queen bee was in our 
box, come the next 
day all of the bees 
should be in with her. 
This was indeed the 
case on our return 
the next day. Bees 
were happily using 
the new home (brood 
box) so we left things 
as they were until 
evening and this 
allowed us to remove 
the bees to a new site 
without leaving any 
behind. 

All traces of wax 
and honeycomb were 
removed from the 
drain before we even-

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Vale Council considers 
whether to take on role 
of parking rules enforcer 


THE Vale Council 
is considering 
whether to apply to 
the Welsh Assembly 
Government for a 
transfer of parking 
enforcement from 
the police to itself. 

Plaid regional AM 
Chris Franks has 
accused the Vale Council 
of letting down residents 
over the enforcement of 
parking. 

He said that with no 
traffic wardens to 
enforce parking in the 
Vale motorists were 
staying beyond the two- 
hour restriction in 
Merthyr Street, Barry, 
and other parking bays. 

Mr Franks said the 
police told Barry town 
councillor Barry Shaw

that although there were 
no traffic wardens in the 
Vale they did, where 
possible, issue fixed 
penalty notices to 
offenders. 

The AM said: “The 
Vale Council have been 
talking for a long time 
about taking over 
enforcement of parking 
as they have done in 
Cardiff. 

“But to date, they still 
have not resolved this 
situation. Plaid feels the 
council is shirking its 
responsibilities. Why 
can’t the authority do its 
job properly? 

“The result is that the 
Vale is left without traf¬ 
fic wardens and the only

the police, but they don’t 
have the time or 
resources to check that 
drivers are not abusing 
the time limits in bays 
across Barry.” 

Miles Punter, head of 
visible services at the 
Vale Council, empha¬ 
sised that the enforce¬ 
ment of parking rules 
remained the responsi¬ 
bility of the police 
regardless of their deci¬ 
sion to withdraw the 
traffic warden service. 

He revealed: “The 
Vale Council is currently 
considering whether to 
apply to the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
for the necessary powers 
to transfer the enforce¬ 
ment role from the 
police to the council. 

“In larger city areas, 
such as Cardiff and 
Swansea, the decision to 
transfer powers is more 
attractive due to the larg¬ 
er potential for income 
generation, which is 
commensurate to the 
number of parking 
restrictions and vehicles 
that are active within a 
particular locality. 

“The council has 
engaged consultants who 
have undertaken an ini¬ 
tial feasibility study for 
the transfer of the park¬ 
ing enforcement func¬ 
tion, and this has indi¬ 
cated that our control of 
parking enforcement 
will, at best, break even 
and at worst, could cost 
the council money. 

“In addition there are 
set -up fees for the trans¬ 
fer which are estimated 
to be in excess of £200k. 
There is little likelihood 
of this initial investment 
being recovered by on¬ 


street parking enforce¬ 
ment fines alone. 

“The council’s cabinet 
will be requested to con¬ 
sider the council’s posi¬ 
tion further, later in this 
financial year, when a 
decision will be taken 
whether to progress with 
the transfer or to contin¬ 
ue to rely on police offi¬ 
cers and police commu¬ 
nity support officers to 
undertake the parking 
enforcement role. 

“Officers have taken 
the decision not to report 
this matter to elected 
members for a decision 
until after the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
announce the effect on 
the Vale of Glamorgan’s 
future finances of the 
Westminster 
Government’s compre¬ 
hensive spending 
review.” 

Mr Punter went on: 

“It is disappointing that 
the council seems to be 
receiving criticism in 
respect to this matter as 
we are currently in a 
similar position to 
authorities such as 
Bridgend and Rhondda 
Cynon Taff, who also do 
not benefit from the sig¬ 
nificant traffic move¬ 
ments that are common 
to large cities such as 
Cardiff and Swansea. 

“As readers will no 
doubt be aware, all 
councils will be faced 
with difficult financial 
decisions over the forth¬ 
coming years and our 
elected members will 
quite rightly have to bal¬ 
ance the need and costs 
of taking on this new 
service with our other 
significant existing serv¬ 
ice priorities.”

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‘Don’t forget the 
Merchant seamen’ 


WHILE thousands 
of pounds has been 
given to ‘The 
Poppy Appeal’ - 
for the Army, the 
Royal Navy and the 
Royal Air Force - 
there is nothing for 
the Merchant Navy. 

Barry is a town whose 
Merchant seamen, 
according to Winston 
Churchill, saved Britain 
in World War Two. I 
quote ..“The only thing 
that frightened me dur¬ 
ing the War was the U- 
boat peril in the Battle 
of the Atlantic". 

The Royal British 
Legion has set up its 
stalls in all the large 
stores, with no mention 
or sign of the Merchant 
Navy in a town where 
95 per cent of its men 
went to sea in Barry 
ships. Could I ask you 
to spare a thought for 
them today? 

Or how about the 
Rose Schiaffmo? 
Originally built in WWl, 
captured from the 
French in 1941 and 
brought to Britain. She 
was old, small and total¬ 
ly unfit for the Atlantic 
in winter. She was sent 


from Barry with coal 
and not much thought 
was given to the crew of 
37 plus 4 gunners - 29 of 
the crew were over 40, 
including two over 50, 
and two over 60 years of 
age! There was one boy 
of 15 and one of 16. 

She broke down twice 
as she struggled across 
to Newfoundland, dis¬ 
charged her coal and 
loaded iron-ore in 
Wabana, Conception 
Bay. She left Wabana 
and was torpedoed on 
Novembers, 1941. Her 
cargo of iron-ore meant 
she sank in seconds. 

The boy of 16 was 
Charles Burman Stiff; 
the second of Mrs Stiff’s 
sons to die on iron-ore 
ships. William George, 
aged 19, was lost on the 
Magdalena on 
September 18, 1940. 
Joseph Sydney was lost 
on the Baron Newlands 
on the March 16, 1942. 
Hard to bear for Mrs 
Stiff. Charles would 
have been 85 now. 

Worth a poppy? 

I had just left the ship 
Bereby in Liverpool, sur¬ 
vived the War, and have 
had a happy life.

The nurses on the 
front line who 
never let us down 

A S another Armistice Day 

approaches, perhaps this year we 
might commemorate and give 
thanks for the courageous nurses who 
nursed the sick and wounded in both 
World Wars, and in subsequent conflicts. 

In every theatre of war, the nursing sisters of the 
QAIMNS never let the British soldier down. The 
Queen Alexandra’s Imperial Military Nursing 
Service was formed in 1912. 

By a shrewd move, the Matron-General persuad¬ 
ed the War Office to grant the sisters military offi¬ 
cer status (Lieutenant, Captain and Major), which 
effectively meant they were on an equal footing 
with their male doctor colleagues in the RAMC 
(medical corps). 

During the 1914-18 war, the QAIMNS served on 
the Western Front in France and in Belgium, as 
well as Gallipoli, Mesopotamia (renamed Iraq in 
1918) and Palestine campaigns. 

During World War Two, they went with the BEF 
to France, then Norway, North Africa, Egypt, 

Sicily, Italy, then Erance and the Low Countries 
after D-Day in 1944. 

They served in the Ear East (India and Burma), 
where many were taken prisoner by the Japanese 
after the fall of Singapore. 

The QAIMNS served in British military hospi¬ 
tals, forward dressing stations, hospital sMps, and 
in hospital trains. Many lost their lives on land and 
sea due to enemy action. 

They were all well qualified nurses, often 
deputising for the doctor when casualties were 
being received. 

They also supervised the many volunteer nurses 
(VAD and EANY), as well as the male RAMC 
orderlies. 

The War Office would not allow female doctors 
to serve with the RAMC overseas, despite the 
protests of Eeminist doctors. Their role was restrict¬ 
ed to looking after the women in the ATS serving 
on the Home Eront, after joining the ATS as offi- 

OTHER PATIENTS 

The perception that military nurses only looked 
after the wounded is only partially true, as disease 
was prevalent everywhere. My father, who fought 
in the Gallipoli and Mesopotamia captains in 1914- 
18, left me the official four volume report (2,500 
pages). Quoting from it, out of the recorded casual¬ 
ties of 92,501 - 12,807 British and Indian soldiers 
died of disease. Even the Commander-in-Chief was 
not immune. General Sir Erederick Stanley Maude 
died of cholera in a Baghdad hospital in 1917. 

During the Second World War, I served through¬ 
out the Allied Campaign in Italy (1943-45). typhus, 
dysentery and Malaria were rampant, which meant 
that battle casualties were only one of the many 
problems facing the RAMC and QAs. 

I remember well the QAs in the Naples General 
Hospital where I was admitted with sandfly fever. 

The QA sisters wore a distinctive grey and red 
uniform. Every day military discipline was main¬ 
tained as the RAMC Colonel Commandant, accom¬ 
panied by the QA Matron, a Major, carried out the 
daily inspection. 

If a man was able to get up, he was required to 
stand at attention by his bed. Convalescing, we 
wore a blue tunic and trousers, white shirt and red 
tie. 

While serving in Egypt in 1946,1 visited a man 
from my section in the Suez Canal area, suffering 
from diphtheria. 

The hospital in the desert was entirely under can¬ 
vas, and pretty hot within. The young soldier’s 
father happened to be a well known south Wales 
Labour MP, Ness Edwards, who had represented 
the Caerphilly constitency for many years. 

So let us all reflect on November 11 on the dedi¬ 
cation of nurses everywhere, whose commitment to 
mercy’s work on earth owes so much to the tradi¬ 
tion of military nursing following the devotion of 
Elorence Nightingale in the Crimea.

Members learn 
about American 
invasion of 1944 


I BAERY MEN^S FORUM 


THE part of Major 
William Lyons of 
the US Army 
Quartermaster 
Corps, was played 
at the last meeting 
by Mr Glen Booker, 
the local historian, 
who donned 

American uniform 
to re-enact the 
major’s role in 
1944. 

This was an effective 
bit of play acting and it 
was not hard for the 
members of the forum to 
imagine they were back 
in 1944 listening to the 
message that Major 
Lyons would have deliv¬ 
ered to the townsfolk at 
that time. 

This was really a situ¬ 
ation report to keep the 
locals informed of what 
was going on and about 
the aims and intentions 
of the American forces 
and how they intended to 
carry them out. 

Major Lyons empha¬ 
sised that GIs were not 
over here as tourists, or 
even to make friends 
with the British 
(although plenty of them 


did) but to prepare for the 
forthcoming invasion of 
mainland Europe and to 
defeat, with their allies, 
the evil forces of Nazism 
that held sway there. 

The land occupied in 
1944 by the Americans 
was known as G-40 and 
covered a huge area 
encompassing the docks 
in Barry, Brynhill golf 
course and a huge part of 
Sully. 

In his address. Major 
Lyons (aka Glen Booker) 
informed listeners that 
the Americans had disci¬ 
plinary problems that 
have been largely forgot¬ 
ten today. 

Black and white sol¬ 
diers were strictly segre¬ 
gated and all were sub¬ 
ject to US law and not 
British. 

They could be hanged 
for offences that were not 
capital in this country, 
and two Americans in 
Sully were indeed sen¬ 
tenced to death for rape 
offences. 

There were off limits 
areas in the heart of 
Barry and white and 
black soldiers were only 


allowed ‘recreational’ 
nights out on different 
evenings. This was to 
prevent clashes between 
white GIs from the 
Southern States and 
black soldiers, with 
whom they were not used 
to fraternising. 

At first GIs were dis¬ 
couraged from marrying 
British brides, but often 
nature took its course and 
the major showed photo¬ 
graphs of some American 
soldiers who had married 
local girls. 

After his talk. Major 
Lyons removed his uni¬ 
form and reverted to his 
role of Mr Glen Booker 
and showed some inter¬ 
esting slides of historical 
photographs taken at that 
time.

RESIDENTS of St 
Mary Church in the 
Vale have set them¬ 
selves (together 
with the support of 
their families and 
friends) a huge 
challenge.

PENARTH COMPUTER CLUB 


Never underestimate 
the importance of 
backing yourself up! 


BACK-UP is 
important. Having 
painstakingly creat¬ 
ed many files on 
your computer, you 
will need to make 
sure that you keep 
them. 

To understand the 
matter, Kevin clarified 
what backing-up 
means: that you create 
copies of your files and 
store the copies in such 
a way that, if one set 
should be lost, it can 
be recovered by copy¬ 
ing the other one - the 
‘back-up’. 

That’s a very simple, 
easily understood 
proposition, but it is a 
big subject. It means 
that (at least) two 
copies of a file must be 
in existence at all 
times. Copying photo¬ 
graphs from a camera 
onto a DVD is NOT 
making a backup if the 
pictures are then delet¬ 
ed from the camera. 

If the CD is dam¬ 
aged or lost, you no 
longer have the files. 

To do the job properly, 
it is important to check 
that the back-up copy 
is readable. A back-up 
CD is not much use if 
the files turn out to be 


unreadable. It is sensi¬ 
ble test-read the back¬ 
up be sure that it will 
be available when 
wanted. 

Obviously, there is a 
certain amount of time 
and effort involved in 
making back-ups. That 
leads to the first con¬ 
sideration - ‘Which 
files should I back up?’ 

Here you are on 
your own. The need to 
keep any file safe 
depends upon its 
importance to you per¬ 
sonally, and your will¬ 
ingness to make the 
effort. You are the only 
judge of that. Some 
files might be unim¬ 
portant, yet others 
might be of enormous 
financial or sentimental 
value. The lengths you 
go to will vary accord¬ 
ingly. Some things, 
such as downloaded 
music files, might be 
easily replaced by 
downloading them 
again. Snaps of a spe¬ 
cial occasion might be 
irreplaceable. 

As part of the exer¬ 
cise, don’t forget your 
contacts/address book, 
your web favourites or 
your emails. Some 
people are more com¬ 
fortable with a printed 


copy of important let¬ 
ters or emails. 

Quite why you 
would ever need your 
back-up is a topic in 
itself. As Kevin said, 
don’t be too alarmist 
about all this, but even¬ 
tually something will 
go wrong. You could 
accidentally delete or 
overwrite files (or 
someone else might). 
At some point, a hard 
disk drive will fail: 
(potentially at any time 
over the next 5-10 
years, starting now!) 
Apart from the hassle, 
even if the files can be 
recovered by specialist 
software, it could 
prove expensive. It’s 
so much better to have 
a back-up handy. 

A dropped lap-top 
could ruin a hard drive. 
Some viruses are nasty 
enough to corrupt files. 
You could suffer a 
theft or leave your lap¬ 
top on a train. What if 
your house is burgled, 
flooded or burnt down? 

On a positive note, 
next time we’ll look at 
how to organise to 
reduce and simplify the 
work and consider 
some storage options.

Ramblers savour the sights of 
the Dare valley country park 


ON a slightly over¬ 
cast morning with 
some sun promised 
for later, 11 walk¬ 
ers and dog Jodie, 
joined Clive for a 
trip to the Dare 
Valley Country 
Park in Aberdare, 
which opened in 
1974. 

The Dare valley is a 
classic example of a 
glaciated U-shaped val¬ 
ley with the glacial 
cwm of Tarren y Bwllfa 
at its head, and it is 
from this cwm that a 
glacier formed 15,000- 
years ago and gouged 
out the deep valley that 
forms the present land¬ 
scape. 

Being the first coun¬ 
try park in Wales, it was 
the first in Britain to 
have been created from 
reclaimed land and 
there are still the 
remains of coal mines 
to be seen in the area. 

At one time, the Dare 
valley was home to 19- 
collieries and two drift 
mines and two major 
railway lines passed 
through the valley that 
were used to transport 
coal to ports at Cardiff 
and Swansea. 

By 1965, all the 
mines had closed except 
for Bwllfa which 
remained open to pro¬ 
vide ventilation to the 
mine system. 

After leaving the car 


park, the group went 
into the park beside a 
babbling brook which 
they followed to the 
reservoir and the tree 
and rock covered face 
of Tarren y Bwllfa came 
into view. 

Continuing on, they 
passed a pit head wheel, 
a reminder of days gone 
by, and reached a lake 
that had been drained 
leaving dark muddy soil 
at the bottom. 

There followed an 
ascent towards Craig yr 
Ysgol and as time 
passed on the opposite 
side of the cwm, sheep 
were being rounded up 
by the farmer and his 
three dogs, to be 
brought to lower pas¬ 
tures. 

Also hidden amongst 
the trees, they spotted 
two observation points 
that could be used to 
watch the wildlife in 
this area without being 


spotted. Continuing 
through ferns turning 
rapidly to bracken, a 
soggy footpath led them 
to a kissing gate with a 
clear view of Aberdare 
and the park which 
made the perfect stop 
for morning coffee. 

Refreshed, they con¬ 
tinued uphill on a slight 
incline to Tarren y 
Bwllfa, and open moor¬ 
land at Panwaun, Bryn- 
y-March which they 
crossed using part of the 
Coed Morgannwg Way. 

Reaching a road, they 
headed towards the 
Lluest wen reservoir by 
the side of a fast flow¬ 
ing stream with some 
small waterfalls. 

At the reservoir they 
continued on to reach 
the forest where the 
autumnal colours were 
stunning and they could 
occasionally catch 
glimpses of the reser¬ 
voir through gaps in the 


trees. At a stone marker 
they turned and began 
to head back - towards 
the reservoir through 
Twyn y Bloedd, where 
they saw an unexpected 
tree - the eucalyptus 
and there were about 
five in total. 

They left the forest 
and descended to the 
reservoir where a large 
concrete base made a 
good seat for lunch to 
be enjoyed, while lis¬ 
tening to the sound of 
the water gushing down 
the reservoir overflow. 

They retraced their 
footsteps across the 
moor and exited down 
the right side of the val¬ 
ley via Craig Pen-rhiw- 
llech, whilst enjoying 
the lovely views of 
Tarren y Bwllfa and 
away in the distance the 
peaks of the central 
Beacons. 

Another soggy trail 
led them to the valley 


bottom and past a small 
stream to join a tarmac 
road that led them back 
to the visitors centre 
after a great day out.

story and turbulent his¬ 
tory of a paper Charles 
Dickens praised for its

Queen Mother, simply 
endorsed with the 
remark: “Of course I 
read The Sporting Life.” 

It was the Queen 
Mother’s love of horse 
racing that made her 
such an avid reader of 
the paper and coverage 
of that sport forms the 
core of this cracking 
book. There is so much 
more to fascinate the 
reader including eyewit¬ 
ness accounts of the first 
fight for the heavy¬ 
weight championship of 
the world, and Captain 
Webb’s heroic Channel 
swim in 1875. 

Highlights in the his¬ 
tory of cricket, football 
and rugby are also fea¬ 
tured, while chapters on 
coursing and greyhound 
racing rank along surreal 
reports on ratting con¬ 
tests and songbird com¬ 


petitions. 

And for 30 years. 
Tommy Wisdom made 
the motoring reports 
unique by competing 
against the best at 
Brooklands, Le Mans 
and in many Monte 
Carlo rallies, while 
Henry Longhurst’s golf¬ 
ing column was simply 
the best. 

The paper’s strident 
campaigns for racing 
reforms are also chroni¬ 
cled along with coverage 
of major news stories 
from Fred Archer’s 
shocking suicide to its 
own untimely demise. 

Its travails in the law 
courts are documented 
from its first year, when 
it was forced to change 
its title, to the last, when 
it had to pay libel dam¬ 
ages to the training team 
of Lynda Ramsden and 
their jockey Kieren 
Fallon. 

A higher price was 
paid by its French corre¬ 
spondent who was killed 
in a duel over an article 
he had written, while the 
terrible toll of the First 
World War took on the 
nation’s sporting heroes 
is catalogued by The 
Life’s embedded army 
correspondent, against a 
background of political 
bungling that is being 
repeated today. 

As the former Welsh 
point-to-point corre¬ 
spondent of the leg¬ 
endary racing daily 
newspaper for more than 
30 years, I still miss this 
much lamented publica¬ 
tion.

I T was not so long ago 
that pessimistic media 
pundits, some of them 
former international stars 
with household names, 
were writing off any 
chance of Wales ever 
again becoming a major 
rugby force in the world, 
after countless years in 
the wilderness. 

They argued that while 
there was (as ever) pace and 
flair in abundance among 
Welsh threequarters, the 
national cause was forever 
doomed to failure, because 
Wales could not fleld a cred¬ 
ibly competitive pack wor¬ 
thy of the name. 

Welsh forwards were said 
to be simply ‘too small and 
too unfit’ for the ultra physi¬ 
cal demands of the modern 
game and thus incapable of 
routinely winning the quali¬ 
ty possession needed to set 
our runners free. 

Much has happened since 
then, of course, with tough 
dietary and conditioning 
regimes now producing one 
of the biggest and fittest 
teams in world rugby, as 
was proved on Saturday at 
the Millennium Stadium in 
Cardiff when the Welsh 
eight almost scrummaged 
Australia off the park. 

In the end, though, set 
piece heroics were not 
enough to prevent Australia 
again running out comfort¬ 
able winners 25-16 - and, in 
the process, giving Wales yet 
another lesson in ruthless 
precision play when half 
chances present themselves. 

For years, Welsh backs 
had often been forced to 
exist on a meagre subsis¬ 
tence diet supplied by a 


struggling pack. 

On Saturday, though, the 
boot was on the other foot 
and it was the Wallabies’ 
scrum that was in trouble 
from the start, thanks to an 
immense effort by the Welsh 
eight led by their British 
Lions front row of Jenkins, 
Rees and Jones. 

Instead, though, of pacey 
Welsh threequarters then 
eagerly turning this rare 
advantage into points, ironi¬ 
cally it was the Wallabies 
who shrugged off the prob¬ 
lems up front to cut loose 
with three devastatingly-exe- 
cuted tries, much as they 
had done against New 
Zealand before coming on 
tour. 

In a trice, the game was 
lost and a frustrated Wales 
were left once to again dwell 
on what might have been. 

Inevitably, there have been 
strident calls for heads to 
roll and it is true that the 
crucial half-back link again 
lacked urgency, with Mike 
Phillips taking the brunt of 
the media criticism for the 
time taken to get the ball 
away from the base of the 
scrum (something I have 
touched on previously). 

As a result, poor Stephen 
Jones has also been pilloried 
(not for the flrst time in the 
press). While it is true that 
he is now nearing the end of 
an illustrious international 
career, he should not be 
made the scapegoat for the 
inventive limitations of a 
reshaped backline geared 
more to rugged defence than 
all-out attack. 

He has a world class pedi¬ 
gree and surely still has a 
part to play in the run-up to 
next year’s World Cup, 
while his eventual successor 


(whoever that may be) is 
being groomed at No 10. 

That said, in the end 
Wales were undone by pace 
- particularly galling for a 
nation that has historically 
taken pride in a long succes¬ 
sion of fliers in the red shirt. 

No doubt this will be the 
focus of debate by the Welsh 
camp as it prepares for the 
next big test - against South 
Africa at the Millennium 
Stadium, on Saturday - 
though in truth, Gatland & 
Co’s options are limited. 

Given the injury-hit 
Springboks’ weakened state, 
evident in the narrow win 
over Ireland at the weekend, 
Wales will be looking to 
build on the plusses of the 
performance against 
Australia and eliminate the 
minuses! 

It will be interesting to see 
if the basic game plan is 
repeated, though it is unlike¬ 
ly in the extreme that the 
rugged South Africans will 
display any fragility up 
front! 

We will know more when 
the team is announced today 
(Thursday). 

One thing that critics of 
the current squad should 
never forget is that we 
have come a very long 
way from the long dark 
days when Wales were 
regarded as the whipping 
boys of world rugby. 

Win or lose, hopefully, 
South Africa will know 
they have been in a game 
far removed from a cer¬ 
tain nightmare match for 
Wales in Pretoria! ,
